Pickle Worm 
in 
Cantaloupes 
and 
Cucumbers 
Have you ever seen 
small 
white 
worms in your cantaloupes or cucum­ 
bers? 
Many growers in Scott Coun­ 
ty have complained about this trou­ 
ble. 
These small white grubs 
are 
the larvae of the pickle worm moth, 
which has a wing expanse of 
about 
one and one-fourth inches, is yellow­ 
ish brown with a purplish outer edge. 
On the fore-wings there is an irregu­ 
lar yellowish transparent 
spot. 
On 
the lower half of the hind wings the 
same color appears. 
This moth lays 
its 
eggs in 
the 
spring and summer, on flowers, buds 
and tender shoots. 
The eggs 
soon 
hatch and the grub bores its way in­ 
to the stem or may 
feed upon 
the 
blossoms. As the larvae grows older, 
it wanders around over the plant of­ 
ten boring into fruits, the excrement 
being pushed out from the orifice and 
later 
accumulating 
in 
the 
cavity 
within. 
This groat loss can be controlled if 
the following precautions are follow­ 
ed: 
Four rows of summre squashes 
equally spaced across each one-acre 
field of cantaloupes or cucumbers will 
act as a trap for these moths. 
The 
adult moth will deposit her eggs 
on 
squash blossoms in preference to cu­ 
cumbers or cantaloupes. 
When 
the 
eggs hatch, the larvae will remain on 
the squashes, feeding 
in the 
young 
buds or the blossoms, and as long as 
this 
food 
remains 
cucumbers and 
cantaloupes are not apt to be bother-

Upon close examination of 
the watermelon 
hill, 
one 
or more 
small greenish worms may Is* found. 
Them* worms 
feed upon the 
small 
roots and leaves of the plant, hiding 
themselves in the ground during the 
day. 
If poison bait is used these cut 
worms can be controlled. 
Use twen­ 
ty pounds of bran, one pound of Paris 
green, two quarts of cheap syrup, two 
and one-half gallons of 
water, two 
lemons and one orange cut very fine. 
Place the Paris green nnd bran into 
a tub and mix thoroughly while dry. 
Dissolve the syrup in Wa’er and mix 
with the poison bran. 
Have the mix­ 
ture 
moist 
enough so that 
when 
squeezed in the hand a small amount 
of the moisture will be seen between 
the fingers. 
This poison bran mash 
may be applied broadcast, preferable 
late in the evening or very early in 
the morning, or it may be placed 
in 
small amounts 
close 
to the plants 
which are being injured. 
Never place this bait whore chick­ 
ens or live stock can eat it, as it is 
a deadly poison, ami a small amount 
will kill these anima&s. 
Many farm ers have 
reported hav­ 
ing planted their watermelons for the 
third time and at the 
present time 
have obtained poor 
stands, because 
of the mice eating 
the seed. 
With 
the 
liberal 
application 
of 
poison 
grain, 
the 
number 
of these small 
creatures can be lessened, so that 
a 
stand 
can 
be obtained: 
Use 
one 
ounce of strychine, one teaspoon 
of 
soda, one teaspoon of starch, 
four 
teaspoon« of syrup, one-hrflf pint of 
hot water and sixteen quarts of clean 
oats or wheat. 
.Strychnine will act as a poison, the 
soda takes the bitter tast away, the 
starch makes the poison stick to the 
grain ami the syrup makes it more 
palatable and keeps the grain from 
drying out so readily. 
This material 
may be placed along the fence row's, 
in the runs of the mice, in the mole 
runs or under boards, junk, clumps of 
grass, etc. 
It may 
be broadcasted 
over the field. 
Be 
sure 
and 
keep 
away from all live stock as it is dan­ 
gerous and may 
cause 
bad results, 
should these animals be allowed to 
eat it.

Pickle Worm 
in 
Cantaloupes 
Cucumbers 
Have you ever seen 
small 
white 
w’orms in your cantaloupes or cucum­ 
bers? 
Many growers in Scott Coun­ 
ty have complained about this trou­ 
ble. 
These small white grubs 
are 
the larvae of the pickle worm moth, 
which has a wing expanse of 
about 
one and one-fourth inches, is yellow­ 
ish brown w’ith a purplish outer edge 
On the fore-wings there is an irregu­ 
lar yellowish transparent 
spot. 
On 
the lower half of the hind wings the 
same color appears. 
This moth lays 
its 
eggs in 
the 
spring and summer, on flowers, buds 
and tender shoots. 
The eggs 
soon 
hatch and the grub bores its way in­ 
to the stem or may 
feed upon 
the 
blossoms. As the larvae grows older, 
it wanders around over the plant of­ 
ten boring into fruits, the excrement 
being pushed out from the orifice and 
later 
accumulating 
in 
the 
cavity 
within. 
This great loss can be controlled if 
the following precautions are follow­ 
ed: 
Four rows of summre squashes 
equally spaced across each one-acre 
field of cantaloupes or cucumbers will 
act as a trap for these moths. 
The 
adult moth will deposit her eggs 
on 
squash blossoms in preference to cu­ 
cumbers or cantaloupes. 
When 
the 
eggs hatch, the larvae will remain on 
the squashes, feeding 
in the 
young 
buds or the blossoms, and as long as 
this 
food 
remarins 
cucumbers and 
cantaloupes are not apt to be bother 
ed. 
There is no danger of injuring the 
quality or flavor of the cantaloupe by 
growing squashes in the field. 
How 
ever, do not use seed produced from 
plants grown in this way. 
Seed for 
planting should be obtained 
from 
fruit that is grown quite a distance 
from squashes.
